Denver, Colo., June 24, 1898. 
Sir: In compliance with the agreement embodied in resolution 
adopted by the conference of State boards of health respecting inter- 
state notification of the occurrence of certain communicable diseases, 
you are hereby notified that 4 cases of smallpox have been reported to 
this office as existing near Boulder, Boulder County, this State. The 
origin of the disease is probably Old Mexico and local exposure. The 
precautions taken are quarantine and vaccination.
